p lace at the horseshoe table and 
signed the docum ent at 3:45 p . 
m. 
Secretary of State Frank 
B. 
Kellogg signed for the 
United 
States a t 3:47 P. M. 
Both were ap p lauded. Kellogg 
was nervous but hap p y as 
he 
affixed his signature to the doc­ 
um ent he created. 
The com bination of p hotogra­ 
p hy and p honograp hy recorded 
the ceremony for the world. 
The signing took p lace in the 
great clock room of the French 
foreign office, 
the Quai D’Orsay , 
where the Versailles treaty end­ 
ing the world war was negotiat­ 
ed. 
The key note was dignity and 
lack of the' disp lay usually as­ 
sociated w ith such international 
gatherings.

controversies, and renounce it as 
an instrum ent of national p o­ 
licy in their relations with one 
another. 
Article 2. 
The high contracting p arties

or con­ 
flicts of whatever nature or 
of 
whatever origin they may 
be, 
which may arise among them, 
shall never be sought excep t by 
p acific means.

It will constitute one of the 
most im p ortant p oints in

League’s general 
disarm am ent 
p rogram. 
It was by no m eans certain, 
however, when the commission 
convened today th a t full agree­ 
m ent could be reached 
owing 
largely to the p osition that^ has

by

States. 
The latter insists th a t 
the 
control should extend not only 
to war m aterial m anufactured by 
p rivate enterp rises but to th at 
m anufactured by governments 
as well and th a t the fullest p ub­ 
licity should be given equally to 
both. 
Unless this is done, the United 
States insists virtually nothing 
would be gained by such a con­

The American thesis is bitterly 
op p osed by most of the Euro­ 
p ean and Asiatic p owers where 
the p roduction of w ar m aterial 
is largely a governfent monop ­ 
oly .

FROM HAVING BAD FOREST FIRES 


Indianap olis. Ind., Aug. 
27— 
Two hundred forest fires burned 
an area of aop roxim ately 10,000 
acres of woodlands and caused 
dam age of a t least $100,000 
in 
Indiana last y ear. 
In addition to the actual 
fi­ 
nancial loss where the 
tim ber 
was destroy ed, the entire forest 
com m unity consisting of 
song 
birds, small game 
and 
other 
forms of wild life, were destroy ed 
and heer the total loss can no. 
be estim ated. 
These figures were contained 
in a rep ort filed today with Rich­ 
ard Lieber, state 
conservation 
director, by Ralp h F. 
Wilcox, 
acting state forester, following 
a survey of forest conditions and 
to determ ine how menacing for­ 
est fires are to woodland 
p ro­ 
duction. 
Wilcox calls attention th at In­ 
diana fire seasons in the woods 
occurs during 
the drv p eriod af­ 
ter the leav es hav e fallen, and 


again in the sp ring just before 
the leaves ap p ear. 
Exp eriments show a loss of ov­ 
er $5 an acre in fertilizers when 
the forest hum us is burned. To 
thi» ' m ust be added the 
y oung 
forest trees killed outright, and 
fire scars leading to certain de­ 
cay of the bottom l*v* when old­ 
er trees are cut for lumber, even 
though thev seemingly 
escap e 
the conflagration. This loss, ac­ 
cording to forestry officials, may 
exceed ten dollars an acre. 
The dep artm ent of conserva­ 
tion has made frequent attem nts 
in the legislature to secure strin­ 
gent fire laws, and one p rop osed 
bill would have delegated 
au­ 
thority to 
p rescribe 
certain 
counties as forest fire districts. 
The bill would further p rovide 
sufficient funds to erect, several 
steel towers such as now used 
at the State Forest, Parks and 
Game Preserves, from which

SUPPER IS ALWAYS WELCOME 


There is nothing more satis­ 
fy ing than a good steak supper 
with all the “ trimmln’s” and a 
few new way s to prepare steak 
are nev er out of place. 
The first 
requirem ent 
of 
a 
steak is a flavorful tenderness. 
After careful selection of 
the 
¡kind wanted, its cooking is of 
the utm ost importance. 
After 
cooking it m ust be attractively 
seasoned and garnished 
and 
served as hot as possible. There 
are m any methods of 
cookery 
though broiling and frying are 
the most frequently used. 
Select a thick tender cut 
of 
sirloin steak, trim , dust 
with 
pepper, salt and flour. Have 
a 
frying pan hot, the bottom cov­ 
ered with thinly sliced suet. Lay 
in the steak and sear it rather 
quickly on both sides dust with 
* teaspoonful of sugar, add 
a 
teaspoonful each of onion juice, 
and Worcestershire sauce, 
and 
turn over a pint of milk. Set the 
pan into the oven and bake for 
one hour, basting 
frequently. 
Add a teaspoonful 
each 
of 
minced red pepper, celery leaves, 
and parsley to the sauce. Before 
putting the suet in the pan to 
heat wipe it with a cut bud of 
garlic. Serve the steak on a hot 
dish garnished with potato puff s 
and sliced fried tomatoes. 
Select a fine porterhouse steak 
and have it cut two and a half 
inches thick. Trim out a little 
fat, score the ring, and skewer it 
firmly, rolling in the flank end. 
Mix together a heaping table­ 
spoonful of currv nowder. a lev­ 
el teaspoonful each of salt and 
sugar, a half 
teaspoonful 
of 
w hite penper, and a 
heaping 
teaspoonfui of ^anrika. Rub the 
powder well into the m eat 
on 
each side. Rub over four table­ 
spoonfuls of soft butter mix ed 
w ith a little Worcestershire sauce 
and a tnblesnoonful of olive oil 
Place the steak on the broiler 
and turn it everv five minutes 
then dip a grease brush in the 
.pan gravy 
and brush over the 
steak as it cooks. Cook for 
at 
least three-quarters of an hour 
then serve on a hot dish 
with 
the gravv noured over it

garnish with sprays of parsley.

and gradually the Indiana farm ­ 
er is getting away from a pro­ 
fitable source of revenue. 
••For a tim e they planted con­ 
siderable Purkoff and Michikoff 
semi-soft wheats, fostered 
by 
Purdue, but millers won’t regard 
them as soft wheats and thous­ 
ands of farmers, already 
hard 
pressed financially, swung 
over 
to the hardier but cheaper hard 
w heats.” 
Benner is urging farm ers 
to 
sow soft wheat for the 19 29 ha r­ 
vest, lest they should lose con­ 
trol of the premium bearing soft- 
w heat varieties. 
•The farm ers’ plight” he said, 
“is so obvious tha t the urban re­ 
sidents and business men, so vi­ 
tally affected by the 
farm ers’ 
welfare, have no ex cuse for not 
recognizing it. 
“The American farm er,” 
said 
Benner, “has raised close to 
a 
bumper w heat crop this 
year 
and the price has dropped until 
he probably will 
not get 
as 
much money for the crop as if 
it were 200,000,000 bushels less. 
And 
yet the world had 
never 
had as much w heat as it would 
like to eat.” 
Normally, Indiana’s 
wherfi 
crop, soft wheat predom inating, 
am ounts to 28,000,000 or 30.000,- 
000 bushels. In 19 27 the yield was 
27.749 .000 bushels from the 
1,- 
69 8.000 acres planted. 
Last fall the acreage planted 
in w heat in Indiana was 7 per 
cent above normal. And 
the 
yield, Benner estim ated, will be 
6.000,000 o f 7,000,000 
bushels, 
about one fifth of a normal crop. 
Freezing w eather 
played ha ­ 
voc with the crop in 
Indiana 
last winter Benner said. 
Whole 
fields were abandoned as a re­ 
sult. In June

HELP PAY FOR 


FRENCH "ADS’

ganda is usually costly in its in­ 
itial stages but France is proba­ 
bly the only nation in the world 
tha t makes 
others 
pay 
even 
more than she does for the ad­ 
vancem ent of her culture abroad 
and the betterm ent of her 
in­ 
ternational relations. 
Official 
records 
show 
that 
France is today spending re­ 
markably little in subventions 
abroad—only 245 million francs 
are allowed for the total 
bud­ 
get of the M inistry of Foregin 
Affairs and of this sum only 42 
millions is devoted 
to national 
propaganda. Yet there are cri­ 
ticisms tha t this is two million 
francs more than the budget of 
last year. 
It is an astonishing fact tha t 
some countries 
contribute 
as 
much as four tim es 
the sum 
allowed by France for this pur­ 
pose. In South America, there is 
a definite favorism being shown 
for France cultural efforts. The 
lyceum or high school of Buenos 
Aires receives only 100,000 francs 
from the French 
government; 
the Argentine Republic allows it 
a budget of 400,000 francs. 
The cultural movement is no­ 
ticeable in all directions. All of 
the larger cities in the states 
created by the G reat War now 
have a French institute, museum 
or school. Egypt and Turkey are 
also dem anding increasing num ­ 
bers of French professors. In the 
schools of the C hristian Doc­ 
trine Brothers of Egypt 
there 
are now 12,000 students. In the 
Near East the Jewish 
Alliance 
has undertaken the teaching of 
French to more than 40,000 pu­ 
pils. 
The increases for nex t 
year 
are to cover new non-sectarian 
schools in Syria and the build­ 
ing of a modern high school at 


Cairo. 
The 
Franco-Japanese 
centre in Tokio has now 
been 
completed, with the assistance 
of the richest men in Japan. 
China, 
despite 
its 
interior 
troubles, has not ceased to pa­ 
tronize the French 
intellectual 
efforts in tha t country.

are governm ent funds for the 


Franco*Sino Institute at S han­ 
ghai and the School

Medicine at Tien-Tsin, while at 
Pekin a large school is just be­ 
ing completed with funds pro­

The 
Belgians have treated him with 
great respect, his numerous dif- 
ficulties having evoked a tradi- 
tional sympathy, and it is not 
unlikely that the father of the 
King of the Roumanians will 
find a permanent abode there. 


This will not be opposed 
by 


the chancellories of the rest of 
Europe. Since the war, there 
has been no country as 
free 


from intrigue as Belgium. 
Not 


only are the national police alive 
to such emergencies but the spe- 
cial agents of other countries are 
constantly on the alert, recalling 
their deficiencies before 1914. 


Switzerland, which 
received 


the former nobility of Austria, 
Hungary, Greece and the refu- 
gees of Italy has so far shown 
no desire to welcome Prince Car- 
ol He is always able to obtain 
a Swiss visa 'for his royal pass- 
port, but no enthulasm is shown 
when he arrives in either Ge- 
neva or Berne. As for Holland, 
one undetired monarch l> all 
that the Hague cues to be wor- 
ried about for the time being 
and it is said that a few weeks 
at Schevingen Was Officially Op- 
posed,
